RETREAT OP THE GERMANS 
Because an army retreats it is nol 


an, indication 
or proof that it con- 


siders itself beaten. 
Many an army 


has had reverses, but has retriev- 
ed its ill-fortune, turned about anc 
defeated its enemies. 
When the 


war in Europe began it was the pur- 
pose and aim of the kaiser of Ger- 
many -to march to Paris and deal a 
deadly blow to the French. Almosi 
within sight of the French capital th< 
Germans were turned back and an 
now retreating in more or less dis 
order, leaving the ground covered with 
dead and wounded. 


But the allies should not be to- 


hasty in concluding that the German 
emperor has been whipped. 
The big 


German armies 
have been 
turnec 


from their intended goal, but it i 
not likely that the kaiser will aban- 
don his purpose. 
Temporarily de- 


feated and smarting under that defeat 
the kaiser is certain to rally his forces 
and renew the fight even with more 
desperateness than before. 
If the

from which they will find it difficult to 
extricate themselves military experts 
will be mistaken.

siders itself beaten.

defeated its enemies.

war in Europe began it was the pur- 
pose and aim of the kaiser of Ger- 
many -to march to Paris and deal a 
deadly blow to the French. Almosi

Germans were turned back and an 
now retreating in more or less dis 
order, leaving the ground covered with 
dead and wounded. 


But the allies should not be to-
